All Students are required to learn Harmony and 
Pianoforte; and all are required to attend the Sight- 
Singing Class; and, when competent, to take part in 
the Orchestral and Choral practices, and in all publie 
performances of the Academy. 


Should the brauch for which a Student enters be 
Singing, he or she ıs required to attend the Elo- 
cution Class. 


—The year is divided into three Terms :—The Lent 
Term of twelve-and-a-half weeks, and the Easter and 
Michaelmas Terms of thirteen weeks each; the 
Michaelmas Term commences on the fourth Monday i in 
September, 1884, the Lent Term on the third Monday 
in January, and the Easter Term on the fourth 
Monday in April. There are vacations of four 
weeks at Christmas, of one and a half weeks at 
Easter, and of eight weeks at the close of the 
Easter term. 


The Entrance Fee is Five Guineas. The Annual 
Fee for the entire course of Study is Thirty Guineas, 
or Ten Guineas per Term. 


The Course of Instruction includes Two Weekly

Lectures on Acoustics, will be delivered in the 
Michaelmas and Lent Terms, for which there 15 no 
extra fee, but a small fee is paid for attending the 
Demonstration in this subject.
